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Tue report of the finance committee 
of the town council recommending that 
Mayor McCauley be granted $500 in 
consideration of faithful services during 
the past two years, will be generally 
approved by the ratepayers, outside of 
the fact that a large number of rate- 
pavers had petitioned to have sucha 
sum granted. The theory that the 
honor of being mayor is sufficient com- 
persation for the time employed is not 
sound when reduced to practice. Ina 
new country such as this, where every 
man is struggling to improve his condi- 
tion, very few if any men who are fit 
for the position can afford to accept it 
and bear the whole of the loss entailed. 
The result is that in many «ases where 
public clash with private matters the 
Jatter receive first attention, simply be- 
cause the occupant of the position can- 
not afford to do otherwise. It is neces- 
sary that there should be active supervis- 
jon of the town affairs by a responsible 
head. That supervision cannot be ex- 
pected unless the person who supervises 
is indemnified from personal loss. As 
a business transaction, it will pay this 
or any other town to give its mayor a 
sufficient indemnity that 
able to give a considerable 
personal attention to the working of 
municipal affairs instead of leavingevery

A 
salary is supposed to be the sole sup- 
port of the person who receives it and 
as such is a prize or inducement to a 
candidate to win his election. An 
indemnity isa sum paid to a person 
who has other means of support in con- 
sideration of the Joss of time and money 
incurred in attending to the public busi- 
ness and is not supposed to be suflicicnt- 
ly large to be a material inducement to 
secure election. It is compensation for 
loss of time not payment for services 
rendered, .

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 
Coame: cial 
The municipal elections in Winnipeg 
on Tuesday last resulted in the return | 
of three lawyers and one real estate 
dealer, while on!y one business man, in 
the tive wands in which there was a con- 
test, was elected. The full council of 
twelve aldermen now consists of five 
lawyers, three real estate and insurance 
agents, two wholesale merchants, one 
contractor and one member «ho cannot 
be described as Lelonging to any parti- 
cular business or profession. This is 
certainly a peculiar position for a city 
like Winnipeg to be placed in. Win- 
nipeg is almost solely a commercial city. 
The fact that it occupies the position of 
the natural distributing centre of a 
ast territory, is the only thing which 
distinguishes it from the rural towns of 
Manitoba. Without its distributing 
or jobbing trade. Winnipeg would be 
nothing more than an ordinary Mani- 
tuba country town. The fact that it is 
a natural distributing point, has led to 
the establishing of a large number of 
trading institutions here, and made 
Winnipeg what it is—the commercial 
metropolis of Western Canada. There 
is not another city in Canada which is 
so purely a commercial city as Winni- 
peg, and whose existence depends so 
compictely upon its distributing trade. 
In manufactuiing we have made but 
little progress, and what manufacturing 
we have depends upon the position the 
city has attained asa commercial centre. 
The wholesale trade isin fact the one 
feature which has made the city what 
it is today. Any other enterprises 
established here, beyond the require- 
ments of an ordinary country town, 
have beendrawn here through the im- 
portance of the ciiy as a distributing 
centre. In the light of these facts, it | 
does seem strange that the municipal | 
government of the city should be in the 
hands of lawyers and agents.

ence which it gives the appointees over 
other members of the profession in 
matters of etiquette, as because it is a 
formal recognition of the professional 
and personal standing of the parties 
honored. It is alse to some extent an 
acknowledgment of the standing of the 
place in wl} ich those honored reside and 
and as such can be appreciated by all. 
In olden times the title carried with it 
certain important privileges and obliga- 
tions but at present these have fallen 
into disuse. In the older provinces the 
honor is never granteda_ barrister of 
less than ten years standing, but ex- 
ceptions to this rule have been made in 
the Territories before. These appoint- 
ments are supposed to foreshadow to 
some extent the early establishment of 
a separate judicial district of Northern 
Alberta, with a resident judge. A 
short sketch of the professional careers 
of the new Queen’s counsel may not be 
out of place: 
N. D. Beck, is the son of the Rev. 
J. W. RB. Bee k who was rector of the 
Church of England parish of Peter- 
borough, Ontario, for many years, until 
his death four years ago. Mr. Beck 
was born in Cobourg, Ontario, in May, 
1857, but grew up in Peterborough. 
He pursued his studies in Peterborough 
and Toronto, where he took the degree 
LL. B. at.Toronto university. He be- 
gan the study of law in Peterborough, 
and afterwards studied in Toronto with 
| the firm of Robinson, O’Brien & Tizard, 
Atthe same time he compiled the law 
reports for the Toronto Mail and Can- 
ada Law Journal. He was called to 
the bar as attorney and barrister in 
1879, and practiced law in Peterborough 
as a member of the firm of Hatton & 
Beck, until October ef 1883. He then 
removed to Winnipeg where he practic- 
/ed alone and in various partnerships 
until J889. Amongst those with whom 
he was associated in Winnipeg was Mr. 
Prendergast, provincial secretary in the 
Greenway government, and A. E. Me- 
Phillips, now of Vancouver. In March 
of 1889 he removed to Calgary to be-

Taylor, lumberman of Havelock, New 
Brunswick, where Mr. Taylor was born 
in 1865, He took an arts course in 
Mount Allison university, Sackville, 
New Brunswick, from 1881 to 1883, 
and then studied Jaw in the office of his 
| uncle, C. A. Stockton of St. John, N. 

3, where he remained two years. He 
then took a full law course of two years 
in the university of Michigan at Ann 
| Arbor, and graduated in 1887 with the 

degree of LL. B. In the same year he 

was called to the New Brunswick bar 
as an attorney, and in October 1888 as 

a barrister, by Sir John Allen, chief 
justice of New Brunswick. He re- 

mained in the law office of C.A.Stockton, 

St. John, until April of 1889, when he 

came to the Northwest, with the inten- 

tion of settling at Lethbridge, but finally 
came to Edmonton, where he succeeded 

Geo. A. Watson, in the law business. 
In December of 1891 he took into 
partnership his cousin H.C.
